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Editorial Policy 


Publications indexed in the Business Education Index will be limited to specific 
business education publications and those related to business education. Priority 
will be given to journals that are essential to research and teaching in the broad 
business education spectrum with emphasis on information systems (including 
business communications), business teacher education, and vocational education 
(primarily marketing education). 


| The publications in the /ndex must provide sufficient information to be of 
significant use to researchers. Also, the ability to locate journals and magazines 

from library sources is essential to the research process. Therefore, state and 
| regional business education publications will be indexed if they meet the following 
requirements: 


1. Publications that are a minimum of 10 pages in length. 


Publications containing at least three substantive articles, preferably research- 
based. 


Publications that are distributed to NABTE institution libraries or to NABTE 
institution departments in which business education is located. 


Publications that are provided without charge to the editor. 


Any organization or editor who wishes to have a publication included in the 
Index should contact the 1996 Index editor.
